(d) to review, in the light of international conventions, 
the scope and application of the present Indian law 
on commercial arbitration with particular reference 
ro the enforcement of arbitration awards and detei- 
mine the extent Lo which it requires to be amended 
in order to render It an effective in.striimcnt for 
expeflitious settlement of commercial disputes; 

(e) to study the adequacy of organisations cngagcfl In the 
arbitration and settlement of commercial disputes and 
their working and specify tlir extent to which they 
require to be supplemented or strengthened; and 

(f) to generally review the whole field of existing arrange- 
men's for the sefUcment and aibitration of com 
merrial disputes arising in the course of foreign trade 
and to make recommendations for their improvement 
so as to facilitate development of i^xport trade on a 
sustained and enduring basis,
